MobniLE, Ava., November 28, —Business
eallea me recently to the residence of Captain
Tim Measder, three miles from this city.
The bouse is & two-story frame, situated
upon the crown of a red clay hill, aod faces
to the sonth, An ordinary picket lence sur-
rounds the house, which has a brond gallery
extending meross the front. Upon this
gallery, basking in the noonday sunof a
warm November dav, enjoying the balmy
breeze that blew in Irom the gnlf, was seated
the veneralle Capizin, from whose lips was
learned the stoty of the importation of the
last cargo of slaves into the South,

Captain Tim Mender is ooe of the oldest

During the wear 1858 Captain Meaher

The Clotilde was loaded with a cargo
of lumber, aod eleared for 8t Themas and
2 morket. The wessel set enil for Sce
Thowas, where in due time she arrived
sulely. The lumver wus sold, and then the
Clotilde = read lier white wings and shaped
her course Jur Loandi, on the west coast of
Africa, where she wok aboard a cargoof
160 pegroes,

ANOTHIER OF THE ACTORS NOW LIVING.

A essenser was dispatched to find Cap-
tsin J. M. Heltingsworth, at that time a
jrominent tugbost Captaiz and nwner, who
is mow living on bis (arm on the Gull eoast
near Oevan Springs, Miss, He was found
in church, and without making koown to
hini the natore of the Clotilde's cargo, Cap-
tain Meatier secured bis services and those
of his fasteet tug to tow the vessel in. His
brother, the late Captain Brraes Meaher,
whe at this Lime commanded the steamboat,
the Cgar, was ipstructed to fire up and piro-

ceed 1o the mounth of Spapish river,
which delouches jote Mobile Bay about
tour or five miles east of this eity, and there
swait the Clotilde’s arrival, Captain

Meaher also issued arders that SUpper wust
ot be served on the pucket Roger B, Taney
on her trip the following Tuesday night un-
ti! he boarded the boat at some point ap tie
Alabama river,

Having thus laid his plans be boarded
the tug and proceeded with all possible hiead-
way to Mississipni Sound, where the Clo-
tiide was 1akeén in tow and conveved to the
motth of Spanish river. The cargoo! pe-
groes aod the crew of the Clotiide were then
transferred to the steamboat the Czar, which
wae in waitiog, and the schooner was towed
into Bayou Connor, where she was set on
fire and acuttled. The Czar proceeaed up
the river with ber enrgo, which wus landed
in 2 cane bruke on the plantation of John
M, Daboer, on the Birbee river. A tew
trusted men were left 1o look atter the ue-
groes, and, with the erew of the Closilde
still on board, the Czar reiurned down the
Dicber and steamed into the Alubama river,
w bere she awaited the coming of the Mont-
pomery packet, the Loger B, Taner,

THE CAPTAIN ARRFSTED,

U nder cover of night Captain Meaber ang
ihe Clotilde's erew were transferred to the
Tiney., The crew of the slaver were stowed
swayin the upper portion of the boat, locked
in and supplied with cards and whisky, It
wue 9:30 before supper was announced on
the Tuney thut night, avd when the Captain
ook bis seat at the head of the table his
face wore & most pouchalant appearance,
and gave forth not the slightest intimation
that he had been engaged in other than the
legitimate ce of his duties. He

was plied with all manner of questions as
to his whereabouts during the earlier hours
of the trip, but to all of these interrogatories
he made evasive replies and was wholly non-
committal,

When Montgomery was reached be did
not dare allow one of the crew of the Clotilde

1o be turned adrilt in that eitr, so officers
and erew were quickly placed on board s
train and sent to New York City, where they
were paid off and discharged.

The news of the importation of the slaves
was soon noised abont, and ereated eonsider-
able excitement and commotion, which re-
sulted in Unptain Meaher's arrest and sub-
sequent relese an bail. Alder a time the
Government officials ascertsined the location
of the slaves, and the Government quietly
churtered the steamliout Eclipse to go alter
them and bring them to Mobile. Captain
Meaher learved of this move throngh a
friond, and immediately set to work to
checkmate it. The sfternoon set tor tho de-
pariure of the Eclipse fonnd the Rorer B.
Taney at the whar( taking en freight for her
trip to Montcomery. Captain Meaher called
a trusted employe to him, and, slinping §50
in zold into gls hand, said: “The Eclipse is
poing after the negroes this evening. Take
this and fix the erew with liguor.”

GOT THE CREW DRUXNK.

Unconcernedly sauntering down to the
whar/, he ordered the freight handlers load-
ing the Taney to cease their work after thev
bhad rolled aboard several casks of bacon,
which were subsequently used as fuel. He
then ordered the boat to be in readiness to
Jeave ata moment’'s potice. Finally the
lines were slipped and the Roger B. Taney
steamed up the river. By this time the
crew of the Eelipse were so much under the
influence of the liquor paid for with Cap-
tain Meaher's gold, that they wers unfit for
duty, and several hours were lost in secur-
ing another crew. Br the time the Eclipse
started the Taney was 100 miles away. The
Taney proceeded to the Dabney planta-
tion, took the megroes uboard, steamed
through the cutoff into the Alabamn river
and landed the slaves in another canebrake
200 miles up that river. The Eclip«e also
werit 1o the Dabney plavtation, where the
Government officials spent ien daysina
fruitiess search for the nezroes,

Captnin Menher was tried lor the offense
in the United States Court and only saved
his peck throneh his ability to prove that
he had made 52 consecutive trips on the
Roger B. Taney between Mobile and Mont-
gowery during that yeur, the attornays thus
conviuncing the jury that he could not have
imported the slaves and msde these trips
also. Firctand last the undertaking cost
Gaptain Meher $100,000.

Adlter the excitewent incident to the sluve
eargo had died away Captain Meaher’s 30
siaves were brought down and quartered
near his home in the suburbs. Thi< African
eolonr is now koown localiy as Yorkville,
and 1t is at present roled ovr by a woman,
who is known as the Queen. They are gov-
erped by a code of their own and have never
mixed or mingled with other negroes. The
colony bhas grown untii it now pumbers
several hundred. Many of them are of the
original 30 who were brought here in the
Clotilde. They cultivate small gardens,
raise fowls and work in the adjacect saw
and shingle mills, They are an industrious,
peaceable community, aud it isthe largest
and probably the omly colony of pure-
blooded Alfricans in this conntry,

a2 Frenchwoman, and cannot speak a word
of English, Through an ioterpreter she
made the fect known thatshe bad been
married but a tew weeks ago in Belgium.
Her busband had lived in this country sev-
eral years. About six weeks ago he went to
the town in Belgium where she was liviog,
und ziter an acquaintance of not more than
a woeel Darer asked ber to marry him, rep-
resenting lLiimself as the owner of n large
tract of lond situwated near Imperial, She
wanted to come to America very much, and,
thinking this a good chance, accepted.

When they were married, Darey soddenly
remembered that he did not have enough
money to puy their passage 1p America and
asked her it shecould borrow it. Bhe told
him tha: she bad saved some money and she
wonld pay their passage, They leit Belgium
about four weeks ago and landed in Pitts-
burg about ten days since. On Thursday
last Darey took her to Imperial to some of
his friends, and while there got hold of her
money, about §500 in all,ana left for parts
unknown.

Mrs. Darey is sbout 30 vears of sge and
presents rather an intellipent appearance.
She also stated that Darey had been married
beiore, his tormer wife dying about three
menths ago,

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HERRING FISHERIES.

An Industry of Emormouns Propor=
tions on Scotland’s Coasts.

WHEN SALT WAS FIRST USED.

Wonderfal Skill With Which the Fish Are
Prepared for Carinz.

WAGES AND GOVERNMEST BOUNTIES

[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE DISPATCH.]

LERWICK, SHETLAXD, November 13.—
The herring fisheriesof Seotland form such
a stupendous interest, in capital invested,
in the number of men, women and boats
employed, and produet for home cousump-
tion and export to the conmtinent secured,
that I bave been at pains to study the sub-
jeot for intelligent presentation to Ameri-
can readers. The earliest date sssigned
suck fishing on the coasts of Britain is
sbout 1030, slthough herrings are men-
tioned in the chronicles of Evesham in 709,
the Normans baving probably then ac-
quired the art of salting fish; and it is more
than probable that the use of salt was
known in the time of William the Con-
querer, as Dubamel quotes one of Will-
iam's charters which states that in the
eleventh century vessels irom Dieppe called
“Grand Drogueurs” went to the North to
fish for berrings in July and brought them
home in barrels salred.

The Dutch obtained privilege of Edward
L to take herrings at Yarmouth, England;
and in the reign of the third Edward an act
was passed relative to supplying the British
fieet with berrings. During the middle
ages, and later still, British herring fishing,
which was always chiefly along the Scottish

coasts, was even encouraged through the
means of religious fast-days.

CURING WITH SALT.,

The Scottish berring fisheries owed their
rise and development to the jeslovsy of the
Doutich who la-gely irequented the east coast
during the last century and who still annu-
ally send a large fleet of fishing **busses™ to
the Shetland Islands. Their method of cur-
ing with salt is sai to have been originated
in 1486 by one William Beukles, a native of
Flanders.

This humble fishermsan may be said to
bave Jaid the foundation of the Duteh her-
ring fisheries, which have always proved
one of their greatest sources of national
wealth. The sayiog is that Amsterdam
itself was “built on herring bouves;" while
Beukles memory was so honored by the
Duteh thet, in 1536, Charles V., of the
Netherlands, and his sister, the Queen of
Hungary, paid a wemorable visit to his
tomb, The Scotch adopted the Duteh
method of curing herring, and these two peo-

le with the fishermen of our own New

ngland coast are principul competitors for
the continental cured herring trade of
Europe. The Board of British hite Her-
ring Fisheries was established by Parlia-
ment in 1809, and is siill in existence nuder
the present title of the Fishery Board for
Scotland. :

PREACTICALLY FEEE WATERS.

Many restrictive measnres have been en-
neted during the preseut century, foch as
“‘close’ seasons, barring the use of cirecls
trawl-nets, and nets of certain size of mesh,
but without result; and since 1568 the Seot-
tish herriuf fisheries have been practically
free from lezislative control, even Sunday
fishing in religious Scotland being largely
practiced. The Scottish Board bas inits
servicea General Inspector, oneassistant, and
30 sub-inspectors or officials. All of these
are not only gradoate fishermen but have
also been fisl-curers by occupation. For
the purpose of easy control and procuring
statisties, the const-line of Scotland is divi-
ded into 26 districts, ithe east coast having
17 and the wast coast nine districts. Each
district is pruvided with at least ene officer,
aund some with two. -

A bounty xystem for theensouragement of
herring fishing prevailed with curious re-
sults from 17506 to 1830, Fishermen went to
sea to ‘‘catch the bounty rather than the
fish.” It was paid on tonpage of vessels
instead of upon I.nerriufr landed. In 1739
this bounty was 50 shillings per ton of tou-
nage. Four barrels were taken. The ton-
nage bounty paid was upward of £159,

THE QOVERNMENT BOUNTIES,

This being discontinuad, from 1809 to 1815
the Government paid 2 shillings per barrel
of cured herrings and, ultogether. 4 shillinges,
8 pence if exported, Government bounties
ceased in 1830, Government branding, nfter
examination, was, however, continwed; and
in 1850 a branding fee of 4 pence per barrel
was fixed, which still contiuues in force, In
a way the bounly system is still continued
as a concession to the ermen, but in a
totally different form. The Government
paid its bonnty both to the vessel owner on
tonnage and the fisheurer oncured herrings.
Under the bounty sysiem as retained by the
trade, the bonunty is now exclusively paid
by the curer to the fisherman before he puts
a pet in the sea. Thiz “trade bounty”
reached its height in 1884, when, on the
A berdeenshire coast, it was trom £40 to £60
per bont, the fisherman also receiving £1 per
“eran™ of herrings landed,

This “‘trade-bounty,”” now greatly re-
duced, is paid to the erew, or rather, to the
owner of the boat, belore fishing begins, and
forms a mild sort of lottery. Thus, if the
bargsin is £1 per cran and £60 bounty, and
the boat fish 100 erans, the cost to the curer
is 82 shillings per eran. 1f 200 crans are
landed the price is reduced to 26 shill-
ings per cran.  Again, all ne-
ringsover & complement of, say, 200 or 250
crans will be delivered under the £1 rate,
and those delivered atter 9 o'clock at night
of ths day they are taken, are still cheaper
to the curer.

AX ENORMOUS BUSINESS,

In the early part of the century Scottish
herrings were chieflv exporied to Ireland,
and to the West Indies as food for slaves,
But since 1846, continental Europe, es-
pecially Germany and Russia, has been the
chie! purchaser. The total produet for 1888
was at least 1,100,000 barreis, exclusive of
the herrings used fresh in fishing ports,
thase “kippered,” and those sent [resh to
Seottish and English warkets, which amonnt
znuually to 140,000 “‘crans;”” and it shoula
be borne in mind that the cran measure is
rqual to 37X imperial gullons. 1t is still
the standard of measure, although seldom
used as a utensil for t. Auidea
of the predominating importance of the her-
ring fisheries may be gained trom the fact
that the total value of the herring, white,
shell and salmon, fisheries of Scotlund in
1886 was £2,550,778, of which herrings rep-
resented £1,460,981.

Tiie boats inuse at the middle of the pres-
ent century were ubhut 24 rfeet of keel, un-
decked and earried 24 hemps nets, 40 vards
long, 7 yards deep, with 33 meshes aftera
rvear's use. The boats built within the past
five yearsare from 48 to &5 feet of keel.
Thev are decked xnd carry an average drift
of 50 cotton nets, each 60 yards long and 11
yards deep, The totel of versons employed
in the fishing iudustry is 97,881 souls.

WAGES OF THE WORKERS,

East coast sumwer herring fishing begins
sbout the 1st of July and continues until
the 10th of SBeptember. Here in Shetlund
the season opens & month earlier. Fisher-
men, laborers, curers erew and what-not
come to all the east coast ports and to Shet-
land from every portion of the North und
West of Scotland, including the outer H.-
brides. They are simply the crofters I bave
spoken of in previous srticles, who tuke
this wethod of securing money with which
1o pay the rent of their crots, and witbont
which they conld not exist throughont the

Year.

At Wick 15 years the fishermen hel
ers reeeived esch a:'n‘:oof trom £6 to
for a season of sbout six months, with bourd
and lodeing. A lew years sinos it was £6
to £8, with 1 shilling for each cranof
berring landed, which, with uthunrﬁ:
sites, increased their earnings fo £15 or

At present in Shetland, the principal seat of
the herring industry, the system generdlly
nrevailing is to allow nne-half of the pro-
ceeds of the fishing to the owner or owners
of the boat, who provides all material, the
other half being equally divided bétwaen
members of the crew, the owner receiving a
share as such if be be one of the erew. At
some ports men receive a certaiu proportion
of the boat’s earnings, providing their own
subsisience on shore, but getting their “oil-
skins" for sea use us a perquisite.
OPERATION OF CURING.

The preparations of the fish curer sre of
interest and importance. All winter long
coopers have been employed in making the
necessury supply of barrels. They receive
from 10d. to 1x tor each barcel made, and
during the herring season are paid regular
wages ranging from 23s to 80s. per week.
The berring barrel wust hotd 2634 imperial
gallons; the half barrels 1314; but no official
coguizunce is taken of quurters or less.
Having secured sufficient ground for curing
purposes, which is called n curing yard or
“'station,” we will suppose he intends using
the fish landed by ten boats, He providesa
rectangular box with sides about two feet
bigh, into which the herrings are emptied
from the fisherraen’s baskets, or from his
own carts, and avound which the “‘erews’ of
“curers™ work,

Formerly the “ereel,” or square wicker

ket, was used in the delivery of fish.
This has been sunerseded by the cireular
“‘qoarter-cran” basket, four of which make
the “cran™ of 87)4 imperial pallons, the
standard messure upon which all estimates
on Beotlish berring, and expense in secur-
ing the same, are based, For handling the
fish of ten boats, the curer will employ three
coopers, and one erew of “gutters” or
“‘gutters” in all. The latter are invariably
women, crotters’ wives, daughters, sisters.
Fivetons or 200 bushels of salt to the 100
orans, will be nceded; and he provides bar-
rels and salt on the basisof an average
year’s fishing giving him from 1,500 102,000
erans of fish from the ten boats.

S0LD OUT AT AUCTION.

On the arrival of the “fleet’ the fih are
#old by auction, a plan very recently intro-
duced, and identical with that of onr own
herring-fishers at Eastport, Maine. Samples
ol herring are retained by the auctioneer in
case of disputes. The sa.f;mn charges the
fishernen a small percentage, us at New
Haven, on the Firth of Fortb; ha becomes
respousible to the fishermen .or the money;
and payments are made daily or weekly, as
agreed. Atan ordinary east-coast herring
fishing port, fully 1,000 *‘zutters" and
packers will be at work. Perhaps 600 of
these are women.

As stated, three form s “‘crew.”” Two use
the koife and owe *‘packs.” They work
with marvelous rapidity. The herring is
held in the left hand. Ioserting the knife
in the throat of the Bsh, sidewise, with the
right band, with one swift movement in “'a
pall-like cut,” as one of the women de-
scribed it to me, the herring is openea and
cleaned, and whisked inito abasket. It is
80 quickly done that the eye cannot follow
the process. The herrings are next sorted,
shifted into receiving-boxes, and then emp-
tied into “‘rousing poxes,’” where they are
thoroughly "‘roused’ or mixed with salt,
In the packing, which immediately follows,
the tiers are lormed, between layers of salt,
by placiog the herrings’ bucks downward.
Oune herring islaid in the ecenter of a form-
ing tier, aud then a line of the fish is run in
either direction fo the burrel-sides, the
spaces Jelt on each side of this line being
laid with fish, heads ontward. Every alter-
npate tier is laid transversely,

FILLING THE DARRELS,

The barrels are heaped two tiers above
their level, and sre then known as “up-
sets.” In two days’ time the salt is partly
melted, and a portion of the "pickle”
is poured off. The herring have also
“pined,” that is, shrunk. “Filling up”
follows. The barrels are then “tighted’” by
the coopers, when they are commercially
koown as '“sea-sticks.”” After ten days thev
are opened, the “*pickle” again poured off,
more herrings are crowded into them, they
are again “‘tighted" solidly filled with
pickle throngh the bungs, laid in double
rows; and are now ready for official inspec-
tion.

The women forming these curers’ crews,
who sre largely from the west coast and the
Hebrides, receive £1 of bounty, ealled
*“earnest monevy," which is known as “arles*
on the Aberdeen coast; sbout 8 pence per
barrel for cleaning and packing, nnd 3

ence per hour whea at the final fillings.

hey are usually found rude lodg-
iogs in addition, where, in “mess
es,"” they live with the. utmost econ-

omy; for they ure working hete to keep the
croft-thatch above their heads at home,
They often labor 16 and 18 hours per day,
They are of all ages, from 15 to 50 years.
Warking upon perishable lood, depending
upon uneeriain delivery from the fisher-
men, they do not come within the restrict-
ing provisions as to hours of labor of the
British factory acts. Branding and inspec-
tion are simple processes. Each eurer must
brand bhis name and place or port of cure on
the side of each barrel, as also “*serieve’ on
the barrel the date ot “‘eatch,” day of
*cure’’ and grade of fish.

ELECTRICALTANNING.

Details of the New Method of Turning
Out Leather in France,

USE OF ALCOHOL IN PNEUMONIA.

Cost of Lighting by Electricity in Some of
the Large Cities,

FIGURES FOR THE FLYING MACHIXE

[PREPARED FOR THE DISFATCRN.]

For some time past reports have been cur-
rent asto the perfection in Frauceof a
method of tanning by electricity, and the
maiter has excited great euriosity through-
out the country. This country is, as Amer-
ica is, one of the largest leather-producing
countries in the world, and hasno fewer
than 3,000 or 4,000 tanning establishments.
Within the present month the process has
actually been experimented with in America,
and the regults are now exciting no small
amount of discussion and controversy in
leather circles. The process, which isthe
invention of Worms & Bale, of Paris, has
been under trial abroad since 1887,in a
tannery in Paris, and another large tannery
has been started for the same purpose at Long
Jumean. A third plant has been established
in Berdmondsey, the great leather distriet
in London.

Ia this method the tanning is expedited
in two ways: First, by the agitation of the
skins in contact with the tunning liquor,
and secondly by the passage of the eleetric
current through the body of the liquid. To
attain these two ends, a circular drum ‘s
employed, and as the drum rotates current is
passed through it by means of a wire brought
to contucts at its side. The skins to undergo
this process are prepared in the ordinary
way, the hair being taken off by lime, and
they are then put into the drum with the
tauning selution. The ecurrent to which
they are suijjected averages about 70 to 100
volts, und the direction of the current is
changed every 12 hours, so as to act equally
on the skins, which constitute theelectiodes.
During the operation the liberation of gas
is insignificant, so that the hides may be
considered to net in the same way as the
plutes of an accomulator.

Goat snd sheep skins require only about
24 hours for complete tanoiag. Calf skins
m;uira 48 hours. Cow, steers and horse
hides, require from 172 to 96 hours,
according to  their texture. The
leather prodnced in this way has been ex-
amined by experts, and is said to be of ex-
cellent quality. Nine hundred and nine-
teen pounds o hide, treated in this clectrieal
manner at Newark pave 1,278 pounds of
leatner in four days, while 1,042 pounds of
hides, subjected to the action of the revoly-
inz drum, but without the current turned on,

ave only 1,210 pounds of poorly tanned
Eida. Hence there appear to be cconomies
additional to those invoived in the saving of
time, As fIaras the electrical process goes,
it may be said that itis based upon thor-
oughly sound theoretical considerations,
which have been tested and proved by some
of the best known olectriciaus in Franceand
England?

Flying Machine,

Although the solution of the problem of
an effective mode of flying by machinery
seems to be still afar off, experiments are
being systematically conducted both in
Eogland and in this country which are
gradually establishing & number of reliable
data that may at some future time briog
forth fruit in the construction of o practical
machine. Mr. Hiram 8. Maxim bas con-
structed the wost elaborate apparatus for
the series of experiments ou which he has
for somie years been epgaged, and has sue-
ceeded in determining the aﬁcieucr of a
serew working in air, the amount of pusn
developed by a screw, the power required
for propelling planes through the air placed
at differert aogles, as well as sundry frie-
tional phenomena aud sundry other details
connected with the subject.

He has succeeded in makinz motors that
will develop one horse power lor every six
pounds, He finds that 133 pounds can be
sustained im the air by the expenditure of
one horse power. Healso finds that fora
successful flying machine a spead of at least
30 miles an hour is necessary. 60 miles
beine still more favorable to good work,
and 100 miles an hour being well within the
limit of possible developmenws in aerial
locomotion.

Eleciric Heating of Fesd Water, »

A great deal of money has been spent in
this country in the sttempt to solve the
problem of devising an economical feed.
water heater apparatus, and the advantages
which electrie heati possesses fur this
purpose are rapidly xnﬂng recognition.
From statistics recently ccmpiled it is easy
to see how large an economy can be effected
by improved methods ol heating. At a
meeting of 8 puper manufacturing firm not
long since it was stated that the firm used
250 tous of cozl per week, and that an in-
crenss in the price of coal made an increase
of §12,000 per aonum i= the fuel bill, and &
consequent reduction of 4 per cent in the
dividend., A very moderate estimute of the
value of & heater which raises the feed-
water from & normal temperature to aboun:
200° 15 the saving of 10 per cent of the fuel
wsed. This, where coal costs about §5 per
ton and where, asin the case just stated,
250 tons per week are used, represents a
vearly saving of $6,250, or probably a divi-
dend of from &0 per centto 60 cent
anoually on the ecapital expended on the
feed-water heater appuratus,

Cost of Lighting Cities by Electricity.

A table has been compilea showing what
some American cities are paying corporn.
tions for their electric lighting. Lafarette,
Iod,, comes lowest, witha yearly costof
$50 60 per light, and Yonkers next Jowest,
paying $60 per light, Philadelphia is the
highest, paving $177, with the exception of
Boston, which puys a trifle less thun 1 per
cent per night for each light more than
Philadelphia. In 1889 Philad«lphia paid
its electric light companies the snm of
§164,780 30, New York, paying ot the rate
of §90 per light, paid the sum of $122130,
New York, however, bad 1,357 lights as
against 1,045 of Philadelphia, and g0 saved
$42,650 33 as compared with the lutter city.
L7 New York had paid the high rate of SI77
charged in FPhiladelphia, her e:rnditure
would nve been §240,189 instead of §122,.-
130. If Philadelphia had secured the rate
ut which the electric light company in
Yonkers can profitably afford to furnish the
light, the expenditure wounld have been but
%7‘&9 for 1,045 lights, 2 saviog of §102.-

Anti-Incrustators.

In using anti-incruststors the main eon.
sideration is, of course, to keep the boilers
olean and free from scale, but thers are
other considerstions of importance. The
material used as & scale preventive must be
entirely harmless to metallic surfaces and
absolutely free from any tendency o cause

corrosion, pitling or grooving. Some boiler
mnrnnndl while preventing scale injure
the iron to such an extent that the boiler
soon becomes leaky, and stoppages for re-

rs are frequent. There are probably few

tier all-around anti-incrustators thana tri-
sodium phosphate. It notonly disintegrates
and removes old seale, but entirel ¥ prevents
the formation of new incrustations while
preserving the ironm, kurlng it ires from
rust or corrosion of any kind.

Electric Ruilways.

Mr. Theodore P. Bailey recently gave
some interesting fizsures and facts in a lee-
ture on electric railwayl, He stated that
the possible speed of an electric car ig meas-
ured only by the limit of satety, The res-
ulation speed 10 tne majority of places is 12
miles an hour, and the average mileage per

«car per day is about 115, It is well known

that upon well rezalated stesm railroads the
locomotive rarely makes a continnous run
of over 100 miles per day, and with much
less eare, and in every way betler serviee,
the electric locomotive hug, therefore, a dis-
tinet advan The smallest own in the
United States which has an electrie street
railway in operation is Southington, Conn.,
with a population of 5,400. Two cars are
in service over two miles of track, and the
uverage daily receipts are §0 per car. The
power !or the operation of this road is tur-
mished by the local lighting compauy, and
cosis §1 25 car per day. The larsest
electric ruilway is at Boston, Mass, This
eatire system comprises 284 miles of trac!
62 of which are electrieally equipped, an
there are 312 motor cars in aperation. Dur-
1ng the month of August they had 300 motor
cars in service, making a total mileage of
584,700,000, As to the equipment of elec-
trical railways, Mr. Bailey anticipates no
radical change for some time to come. The
development will be more in the line of de-
tails. Just now the tendency seems to be in
the direction of longer cars, double trucks
and beavier motors,
Views on Anmsthetics.

Dr. Horatio Wood shows by charts and
the results of experiments that, contrary to
the general belief, chloroform kills by par-
alyzing the respiration as well as the heart,
and that either kills by paralyzing the
heart before respiration has ceased. He
regards nitrous oxide as the salest anms-
thetic—only one death having occurred out
of 50,000 administrations. Ether is proba-
bly safer thau chloroform in the ratio of 1
to 3 or 1 to 5, and the best method of ad-
ministering it is to use the inhaler made of
cloth stretched across the wire frame which
is sorrounded by rubber or leather.
Plenty ot fresh air shounld be mixed with
the ether. Chloroform is probably more
fata]l on account of its greater specific
gravity. It lies in the lungs and mixes
slowly with the air, completely poisoning
nerve centers before oxygen ean gain ad-

ission to the blood. Itis less dangerons
in hot climates, whers it is more readily
volatilized. Ether in more volatile and
therefore less dangerous.

Novel Form of Flexible Tubing.

A newidea has been worked out in the
manufacture of tubing in the construction
of a flexible tubs for conveving gas,
steam or lignids under considerable pres-
sura, This tuba has sufficient flexibility for
all practical purposes, with the additional
advantages of great strength and durability.
A triangular wire is presssd belween the
coils of u round wire during the process of
constructing the tube, with sufficient force
to spread them apart, =0 that the contact
surinces are atall times under pressure, The
trinngular wire serves two purposes; one is
to spread the eoils nﬁnrt %0 that the pressure
will be exerted on the contaet sarfaces; the
other isto fill the irregularly shaped spaces
between the coils of tne round wice, adjust-
ing itself to the changing form of the spaces
caused by any given flexion.

Dragon Flies as Mosquito Hawks,

The offer, made last vear, of a prize for
the best eszay on a method of destroying the
mosquito, brought out a large number of
curious ideas on the subject, Dr.Lambern’s
idea of artificially rearing dragon flies for
the purpnse of exterminating flies and mos-

uitos srems to have met with little favor.

r. Weeks, to whom a prize was awarded,
considered that any attempt to destroy flies
and mosquitos by theartificial propagation of
drazon flies or any other insect would be *im-
possible, unadvisable and impracticable.”
Various methods of destruction have been

posed, among which are sprayed petro-
eam (‘or the larvm and pupz), flushing
and grading of land,cultivation of fungoids,
the employment of attractiog lamps in the
neighborhood of marshes, the rearing ot
fish, and the encouragement of water lowl
where fresh waler is sbundaot,

New Hazard In Chemlcal Mannfactare.

Attention has been drawn o the danger
of fire in the use of chlorate of potash, sugar
and wuriate of emmounia in the manufacture
of tablets, While it is generally known
that chlorate ol potash, together with or-
ganic matter, formsa powerful explosive, it
should be understood that, under certain
conditions, it is an agent in producing fire
without an explosion. Sugar aione requires
a temperature of G00° Fahrenheii, and if an
accumulation of dust or particles of the two
ingredients named should form a mixtore
on the steam pipes of o fuctory a fire might
be caused. It is, therefore, urged that the
manufacture of the chlorate of potash and
nmariate of ammonia tablets shall be re-
stricted or prohibited as being dangerous to
the welfare of the community.

A Monster Slab.

Probably the most remarkable piece of
limestone ever quarried in this country, and
bronght salely to tidewater, is now nt Wil-
bur. It is 20 feet long by 24 feet 9 inches,
10 inches thick, and weighs over 20 tons,
It was taken out of 1 quarry near Kingston,
and by its side the celebrated slab in front
of the Vanderbilt mansion in New York,
which is 15 by 20 feet and 8 inches thick, is
shorn of much of its glory. This mooster
stone is so large that It may have to be cut
in two for a boyer, which will detract Irom
its actunl value about 20 per cent. In its
present shape itis rrxcllully dead money to
its owners, as It is larger and wider sither
way than anysidewalk in America.

Effoct of Hammer Vibration.

A somewhat singular cireumstance is re-
ported from the Chatham, Eng., dockvard,
where a large clock is used to regulate the
duties of the whole department. TFor some
time the clock has bten working irregularly,
and it is now found that its erratic move-
ments are owing to the proximity of the iron
vessels which ure under construetion. The

rpetazl hammeriog caused sueh a degres
of vibration that the works o7 the ciock
were affected, und it was ultimately found
necessary to remove the clock to unother

part of the dockyard.

Nutritive Properties of Cream.

The fact is not so well known as it da-
serves to be that cream constitutes an ad-
mirable outriment for invalids, It is
superior to butter, containing more volatile
oils, Persons predisposed to consumpiion,
aged persons, or those inclined to cold ex-
tremities and leeble digestion are especiall
benefited bv a liberal use of sweet eream. Tt
is fur better than cod liver oil, and besides
being excellent for medicinal properties it is
a highly nutritious food.

An Admonitor.

An engineer of Copenhagen, Denmark,
has invented a thermo-alarm apparatas,
which lie calls an admonitor, for averting
danger as well a8 for saving in repairs by

reducing indirectly the wear and tearin-

duced by & rise in tamperatute of surfacesin
frietion. The inveotion is described as
cheap, easily adapted buhﬂmuhl ¥
sod as effective in every trial has hith-
erto been made of it

Aleohol in Pneumonis,
Another fond delusion has been shattered
by the relentless data of soience, Whisky |

has long been regarded as of value in the
treatment of pnenmonia, but & comparison
of the results attained in different hospitals
hi‘iu use in this cupacity sbows that its em-
ployment iz not desirable. It is found that
in the New York hospitala 65 per cent of the
pocumonia patients die under alesholie
treatment, while in Loudon, at the Object
Lesson Temperauce Hospital, only 5 per
cent die.

A new brick machine possesses some ex-
cellent points, smong which are a thorough
mixture of the clay, the production of a per-
fectly homogenenus brick, sharp and cléan
in the edge, straight-sided and perfectly
unifurm. It works hard or so’t elay equally
well, the only lubor required being that of
one man to it anud two bors to take
away the brick. The machine is said to turn
out 20,000 bricks per day of ten hours.

Hot Mixtures Cracking Glass.

A well-known scientific journal gives sn
old- fashioned but excellent mode of pre-
venting the cracking of glass from hot
watar. A simple and pever-failing plan is
1o plice a silver spoon or any other silver
instrumeng in the gluss jar or bottle into
wnich the hot liquid 1s to be poured. This
method effectually prevenis even the most
delicate glass from eracking.
